RFC GOLD PRICE REMAINS 
$34.01; SAME AS ON DEC. 4 


This Is $1.21 an Ounce in Excess of 
World Figure Set at London for 
Bar Metal. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The 
administration -today renamed a 
price of $34.01 an ounce for RFC 
purchases of newly mined gold, a 
figure that has prevailed since Dec. 
1. This price was $1.21 an ounce in 
excess of the world gold price. set 
at London for bar gold, which ad- 
vanced six pence to 127 shillings an 
ounce, equivalent to $32.80 an 
ounce. 

The RFC so far has purchased 
420,000' ounces of domestic gold. 
Jesse H. Jones, chairman, said to- 
day the total cost was $14,000,000. 
He refused to state the amount of 
gold purchased in the foreign mar- 
kets. 

The chairman said that the cor- 
poration board has approved pur- 
chases of preferred stock and capi- 
tal notes in 1512 banks totaling 
$440,000,000. 


RULES WIVES MAY TESTIFY 
FOR FEDERAL DEFENDANTS 


Supreme Court Gives Decision in 
Prohibition Case in Which U. 
S. Agent Was Convicted. 

By the Associated. Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The 
Supreme Court held today that 
wives of persons charged with vio- 
lation of Federal criminal laws can 
testify in behalf of their husbands 
at the trial. 

The question was raised in a case 
brought by John S. Funk, indicted 
at Rockingham, N. C., in 1929 and 
convicted on the charge of conspir- 
acy to violate the national prohibi- 
tion law. Funk, a Federal prohibi- 
tion agent, was alleged to have 
agreed to protect Gus Dowdy and 
Charlie Martin in the manufacture 
and sale of illicit liquor. 

The trial court refused to permit 
Mrs. Funk to testify concerning 
statements made by a witness, hold- 
ing she was incompetent to appear 
as a witness in a criminal case 
against her husband. The Fourth 
Circuit Court of Appeals took the 
same view.

MISSOURI HOUSE PERFECTS 
BILL TO CUT AUTO LICENSE FEES 


Proposal Would Reduce State Road 
Revenues About $2,250,000 
a Year. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. - 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 11.—A 
reduced schedule of state automo- 
bile license fees for cars in the low- 
er priced fields, which would re- 
duce the State road revenues f&bout 
$2,250,000 a year, is proposed in a 
bill perfected this afternoon by the 
House, Th® bill now goes to the 
calendar for passage. 

The proposed fees, and those now 
in effect follow: Cars of less than 
12 horsepower, $5 a year, now $7.50: 
12 horsepower and less than 
horsepower, $8.50, now $10.50; ¥, 
horsepower and less than 36 horse- 
power, $11, now $16.50; 36 horse- 
power and less than 48 housepower, 
$20, now $22.50; 48 horsepower and 
less than 60 horsepower, $25, now 
$25.50.” 

The license fees for cars of more 
than 60 horsepower are not affected 
by the bill.

Fire, discovered at 3:55 a. m. to- 
day, destroyed the siock of an F. 
W. Woolworth Co. five and ten cent 
store at 2743 Cherokee street and 
damaged the classrooms of the 
Missouri Business Schoél, on the 
second floor of the two-story buiid- 
ing. 
The loss of the Woolworth com- 
pany in merchandise and fixtures 
was estimated at $25,000 by Walter 
M. Smith, district manager. The 
merchandise included a large 
amount of Christmas goods. 

Harry Carter, superintendent of 
the business school, said the school’s 
equipment was valued at $10,000, 
but he was unable to estimate his 
loss. 

Fire Chief O’Boyle said $5000 was 
a conservative estimate of § the 
building damage. 

Three alarms were sent in as the 
flames, starting in the basement of 
undetermined cause, burned through 
the floor and destroyed the store 
contents. A large amount of goods 
stored in the basement burned 
fiercely and later sent up a dense 
cloud of smoke as firemen flooded 
the basement with water. A large 
section of the first floor collapsed, 
adding to the debris in the flooded 
cellar. 

Firemen chopped holes in several 
sections of the building to reach the 
basement biaze, as the smoke kept 
them from entering the building 
for more than an hour. Water was 

into the upper floor from 
the roof of the Cinderella Theater, 
next door east. 

An employe of the store said the 
furnace fire had been allowed to 
die out Saturday noon, because of 
the mild weather. The store, in the 
Cherokee business district, em- 
ployed 21 clerks. The business 
school has about 250 students en- 
rolled in its day and evening 
classes. The building was damaged 
by a less destructive blaze two 
years ago.

The line began to form about 
4:30 this morning and not all of 
those who stood shivering in the 
dark before dawn wore overcoats 
although the temperature was a 
few degrees below freezing. It was 
a happy good natured crowd, how- 
ever, jesting and talking animated- 
ly. 
In marked contrast was the line 
which began to form later across 
the street, at the employment of- 
fice of the service. In it were 
about 1000 downcast men who had 
not been told there was a job for 
them but had gone there to register 
as unemployed, many of them to re- 
new registrations already on file, 
although this served no purpose, 

The assignment office was open 
all day yesterday, and when the 
doors were closed, half an hour be- 
fore midnight, 2600 men had been 
assigned to jobs. Today it expected 
to handle 3500. 

Standing four abreast, the men 
formed a line which” On | 
Washington avenue from LEight- 
eenth street to Nineteenth, and 
down these streets to Lucas ave 
nue. About half were Negroes. 
In groups of about 50 they were 
admitted to the office where 
there were benches for about 350. 
As each man entered his card was 
numbered, and when his number 
was called by one of the 20 assign- 
ment clerks, he went yp to the desk 
to find out where he was to report 
for work. 

In St. Louis County the scene 
was repeated on only a slightly 
smaller scale. About 1000 men 
stood in front of the assignment 
offiee, 7805 Forsythe boulevard, 
waiting for jobs which were being 
distributed at the rate of 100 an 
hour. 

In the city the effort was being 
made to complete by Thursday the 
assignment of 22,919 jobs which 
have been allotted to the city under 
the CWA program. In the county 
there was the hope that its quota 
of 8500 jobs would be filled by to- 
morrow. Last week the county had 
2600 at work on CWA jobs, and 
the city, ‘1700. ; 

Requisitions for 10,058 workers 
were sent to the assignment office 
yesterday and Saturday night by 
the city department heads. Budget 
Director Meyers said he expected to 
send 3000 requisitions a day until 
the city’s quota was filled.

HARRY MURDOCK BEATS 
IAIL SENTENCE, FINE 


Supreme Court Sustains Re- 
versal of Conviction for Re- 
fusal to Tell Whom He Paid.

CHARGED AT NRA) 2 


Philadelphian anit Sed | 
Makes Profit at 40 Cents 
a Suit, No Delivery, De- 
spite Bombings. 


‘PLEA BY CASH 


AND CARRY CHAIN | 


‘Wants Differential for 30 
St. Louis Stores—Minute 
Ovation for Johnson by 
Others. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Re- 
ports of bombing and other terror- 
istic methods to force compliance 
with the minimum dry cleaning 
prices established under the trade’s 
fair practice code in Philadelphia 
today marked the opening of NRA’s 
mass hearing into charges of vio- 
- lations all over the country. 

The first defendant summoned to 
explain why he was not abiding by 
the prices established under the 
code was Bernard Shatkin of'Phil- 
adelphia, operator of the Virginia 
Snow Cleaners and Dyers, who 
charged that the Philadelphia 
Cleaners and Dyers’ Association had 
employed gangsters to try to put 
him out of business, 

He was booed by a large gather- 
ing of cleaners who only a moment 


before had given Hugh S. Johnson 
one of the most extraordinary ova- 
tions ever noted at an NRA hear- 
ing. Their noise, handclapping, and 
cheers, lasted more than a minute 
as the Administrator took the plat- 
form to open proceedings. 

The booing of Shatkin, however, 
drew quick censure from Division 
Administrator Arthur W. Whiteside, 
in charge of the cleaning code. 

Claims Profit at 40 Cents. 

Shatkin’s argument, when ad- 
vised by officials to discontinue 
oratory and give facts, was that he 
could make a profit in his cash and 
carry cleaning business charging 40 
cents a suit instead of the 85-cent 
minimum for Philadelphia. 

He said he made a net $20,000, or 
‘8 per cent, at an average price of 
39 cents last year despite that win- 
dows of his plant were broken by 
bombing four times, necessitating 

» covering the entire front of his 
store with sheet iron. 
Cash and Carry in St. Louis. 

As soon as his figures were sub- 
mitted, Whiteside swung the hear- 
ing to the Howard Cleaners, operat- 
ing stores in St. Louis, Cincinnati 
and Pittsburgh. Arthur G. Brody, 
Memphis attorney, said the group 
he represented desired to co-operate 
and had done its best but would‘be 
driven out of business as cash and 
carry operators if they had _ to 
charge the same prices as delivery 
cleaners, 

Asked by officials what differen- 
tial was asked, he said at least 20 
per cent. However, he had no tech- 
nical figures on operating costs to 
present, and principals of the chain 
were not present. 

Brody said the Howard Cleaners 
operated 16 stores in Pittsburgh 
and Cincinnati, and 30 in St. Louis, 
employing approximately 200 per- 
Sons. 


Two St. Louis Cleaners Offer Prices 
Below NRA Schedule. 

Two cleaning establishments to- 
day advertised prices below the 95- 
cent figure fixed by the NRA for 
a suit, coat or dress. 

Peters Cleaners, 4544 Gravois ave- 
nue, doing an extensive business in 
South and Southwest St. Louis, ad- 
vertises it will clean two articles 
for $1.25. The Thrift Cleaners, 5920 
Delmar boulevard, offers to clean 
two articles for $1. Cleaning for 
both establishments is done at the 
same plant, it being explained that 
the Peters price is 25 cents higher 
because the service includes repairs 
and replacements of missing but- 
tons or hooks. 

Albert Peters, assistant manager 
of the Peters company, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the of- 
fer of two garments cleaned for 
$1.25 had been in effect for several 
years and that customers threat- 
ened to clean their clothes at home 
rather than pay the 95-cent NRA 
price. The same situation applied 
to the Thrift Cleaners, Peters said. 

A third establishment, Howards 
Cleaners, 2515 North Grand boule- 
vard, recently protested against the 
NRA price in an advertisement, but 
so far has not cut its price. The 
three protesting firms contend that 
they can meet the NRA require-

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INDBERGHS FLY UP 
AMAZON T0 MANAQS 


Make 932-Mile Trip From 
Para, Brazil, in 7 Hours, 
37 Minutes. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANAOS, Brazil, Dec. 11. — Col 
and Mrs. Charles .A, Lindbergh 
planned to leave this Amazon River 
port in the heart of Brazil's equa- 
torial jungle at 5 a. m. tomorrow on 
another stage of their homeward 
flight. Their immediate destination 


was not known, but intimates said 
they would go by way of Trinidad 
and Puerto Rico. 

The Lindberghs came down here 
yesterday afternoon at the end of . 
932-mile flight from Para, Brazil, 
coastal city at the mouth of the 
Amazon. The flight required 7 
hours and 37 minutes. 

As the Colonel brought the plane 
down to an easy landing in the har- 
bor, canoeists rushed out, paddies 
flashing, to surround the craft. An 
enthusiastic populace crowded to 
the dock. Sirens screamed a wel- 
come. Banners were waved. The 
throngs cheered. 

Proceeding through the main 
streets of the city, the Lindberghs 
were greeted by crowds all along 
the way to the residence of Hen- 
rique Pinto, their host while w 
Manaos. 

The route from Para to Manaos 
lay over an experimental ‘line which 
Pan-American Airways has been 
testing to link Manaos, commercial 
capital of the upper Amazon and 
interior Brazil, with the sea coast. 
Eight important interior cities are 
connected by the route. 

The route carried the Lindberghs 
over the Amazon with its hundreds 
of tributaries and small islands, 
thick with virgin forests. 

With Mrs. Lindbergh at the wire- 
less the plane was in constant 
touch with stations en route. Her 
signals came in with clarity and 
regularity. 

Col. L. Lindbergh paid a visit to 
Nelson Mello, the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment representative, and ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the 
courtesies extended him and his 
wife and their delight in the Bra- 
zilian scenery.

The articles left on the bridge 
were identified by Peaslee’s wife, 
with.whom he lived at 7735 Elene 
avenue, University City.

“Then he got in 
the driver’s seat and attempted to 
dislodge the automobile. The rub- 
bish pile seemed to be afire. Soon 
there was an explosion. The man 
pitched out head first. as the ma- 
chine burst into flames. 


“I hastily dressed and ran to the 
scene, about 75 feet from my house. 
A man got out of another automo- 
bile and tried to pull the burning 
body away. 

Fire Department Called. 


“Several other automobiles had 
stopped by this time. We called the 
Overland fire department and the 
Sheriff's office at Clayton. 

“As the machine sank into the 
rubbish, the exhaust must have set 
the debris afire, causing the auto- 
mobile’s gasoline supply, to explode 
before the driver could get his ma- 
chine out.”

Vote to Make Change to Give More 
Employment to Idle. 

Effective April 1, union carpen- 
ters in St. Louis will work a 30- 
hour week in an effort to distribute 
available work and relieve unem- 
ployment. Union leaders estimate 
that only 25 per cent of the 20,000 
building trades men in the city are 
employed at present. 

The 30-hour week will be dit¥ided 
into five days of six working hours. 
Carpenters, paid $1.25 an hour, now 
work 40 hours a week, except those 
employed by the Board of Educa- 
tion, who for the last two years 
have had the six-hour day, five 
days a week. There are about 48060 
union carpenters organized in five 
local unions.

Association Decides to Ex- 
pel Members Violating 
Decision Not to Sell Till 
Sales Are Legal. 


The St. Louis Hotel Association, 
comprising the management of 22 
hotels, today announced its deci- 


sion that the hotels should refrain 
from any attempt to sell liquor un- 
til the Missouri bone-dry law is re- 
pealed. 

A resolution adopted at a meet- 
ing of the organization yesterday, 
and made public by the secretary 
J. A. Hadley, manager of Hotel 
Chase, says: 

“The St. Louis Hotel Association 
believes that, regardless of the re- 
peal of the prohibition law, the 
present State laws which prohibit 
the legal sale of liquor should be 
strictly. observed. 

“The St. Louis Hotel Association 
goes on record as reaffirming its 
original decision; reached at a pre- 
vious meeting, to refrain from dis- 
pensing liquors until such time as 
it.is legally permitted; and that no 
hotel retain its membership in this 
association if this resolution is vio- 
lated.” 

Copies of the resolution will be 
sent to the president of the Mis- 
souri Hotel Association, to the 
Kansas City organization, and to 
members of the Legislature. The 
resolution is signed by A. D. Gates 
of the Gatesworth Hotel, president 
of the organization, and the secre- 


The action of the hotel men, it 
was explained, applies to the dining 
rooms and all er public rooms 
of the hotels, and to dealings by 
the hotel managements. It does not 
place any new restrictions on 
guests, who for years have been 
permitted to “bring their own.” 


1000 Autos Stopped on Bridges but 
No Liquor Is Found. 

More than 1000 automobiles have 
been stopped on Mississippi River 
bridges since Saturday by Federal 
agents without the discovery of a 
single attempt to bring liquor from 
wet Illinois to “bone-dry” Missouri. 

The bridge watch followed public 
announcement by Ralph E. Herrick, 
acting investigator in charge of the

bination dining and living room, 
with bed nook, bath-toilet and sep- 
arate balcony. With an additional 
bedroom, the rent will be $24 to $25 
a month, and with still another 
bedroom, $30 to $32. These rentals 
will include heat, water and gas for 
cooking. 

The buildings composing the 
group will occupy 36 per cent of 
the ground space of the block, the 
rest being courtyard and play- 
ground space. The buildings, as to 
apartment space, will be three-story 
walk-up, and will have no base- 
ment except to contain the heating 
plants. Laundry and locker rooms 
will be on a fourth floor. 

Hecreation Features. 

The block, since being cleared of 
most of the old buildings which 
stood on it, has been used as a play- 
ground by the Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation. Recreation features in- 
cluded in the Neighborhood Gar- 
dens plan will be open not on¥ to 
the tenants of the Gardens apart- 
ments, but to residents of the ad- 
joining region. There will be a li- 
brary, domestic science dining room 
and kitchen, auditorium and show- 
ers for boys and girls. 

As previously announed, Neigh- 
borhood Gardens was planned as a 
business enterprise, not a charity. 
It will pay 4 per cent on the Feder- 
al loan of $500,000, which it is in- 
tended to amortize in 30 years, and 
it will pay the local investors up to 
5% per cent. The Federal law per- 
mits a 6 per cent return, but the 
local group decided to make the 
rate 5%. The undertaking is 
planned as a demonstration that 
private capital can profitably en- 
gage in furnishing better housing 
facilities. The present plan is for 
white families; later it is hoped to 
build a similar project for Negroes. 

James Lee Johnson, an official 
of the International Shoe Co., is 
president of Neighborhood Gardens, 
Inc.; J. T. Pettus, Sam Plant and 
Bert H. Lang are vice-presidents, 
William T. Ravenscroft treasurer 
and Wolf secretary-manager. Oth- 
ers on the board of directors are 
George Oliver Carpenter Jr., David 
P. Wohl, Lewis S. Haslam and P. 
John Hoener, architect. 

The plans for the housing de- 
velopment were made by Hoener. 
They were based on a study made 
by Wolf, in German and Austrian 
cities last year, of the large-scale 
housing developments there. 

Wolf today pointed out that the 
plans assure a maximum of privacy 
to each tenant family. Each apart 
ment has a separate private bal- 
cony, 25 or 30 feet distant from the 
balcony of any neighbor. This fea- 
ture was one of those most ap- 
proved by the inspecting Federal 
officials, Wolf said.

Mayor Says ‘No Achieve- 
ment of Administration 
Gives Me More Pleasure.’ 


Several thousand persons, mostly 
Negroes, witnessed the laying of 
the cornerstone of Homer G. Phil- 
lips Hospital, the city’s new $2,280,- 
000 hospital for Negroes, yesterday 
afternoon. 

The institution faces Whittier 
street, between St. Ferdinand and 


pose of the bond issue voted Nov. 
21 was to furnish funds to complete 
it. Construction started 16 months 


ago. 

Mayor. Dickmann, who led the 
movement for the bonds, used a 
silver trowel in laying the corner- 
stone, at the end of a long program, 
as the assemblage applauded. He 
said: “As far as I am able, no ex- 
pense shall be spared to make this 
institution the outstanding Negro 
hospital in this country. It shall 
contain the most modern equip- 
ment Obdtainable.” 

Medical Staff of Negroes. 

The medical staff, as at the pres- 
ent hospital, will consist of Negroes, 
the Mayor announced. No achieve- 
ment of his administration can give 
him greater pleasure than comple- 
tion of the hospital, he declared, ex- 
pressing gratification that the 
“first significant act” of the peo- 
ple after his election was passage 
of the bond issue. Calling attention 
to the fact that there were more 
votes cast and a greater favorable 
majority in the recent election than 
in the election of 1923, when $87,- 
372,500 in bonds were voted, he suid 
there was a more unanimous opin- 
ion and greater civic spirit shown 
in the hospital bond issue than in 
any previous élection. 

Mayor Dickmann took occasion 
to condemn lynching, mentioning 
the recent case at St. Joseph, Mo., 
and to describe the progress of eco- 
nomic recovery under President 
Roosevelt’s program. 

The speakers’ stand was on a 
second floor balcony of the admin- 
istration building, the framework 
of which has been erected. Chry- 
santhemums decorated it. Two 
bands, one of Negroes and one of 
whites, played. Civic and political 
leaders, both whites and Negroes, 
attended. 

Phillips’ Widow Speaks. 

An invocation was delivered by 
the Rev. Jonathan A. Dames, pas- 
tor of St. James A. M. E. Church. 
Among the speak : was Mrs. 
Homer G. Phillips, widow of the 
Negro lawyer and leader for whom 
the hospital its named. Other 
speakers included Dean Numa P. 
G. Adams of Howard University 
medical school; Dr. R. Emmet 
Kane, Frank L. Williams, head of 
Vashon High School; Dr. Oral 8S.

WAY IN LINO 
MINE. KILLINGS 


Prosecutor and Militia Ob- 
server Have Found Only 
One Witness. Willing to 
Talk. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
HARRISBURG, Ill, Dee. 11.— 
Against a background of intense 
bitterness, authorities proceeded to- 
day in an investigation of the 
street shooting Saturday night in 
Galatia; near here, in which a 
United Mine Worker and a Pro-~’ 
gressive miner were killed, the first 
fatalities of the mining controversy 
in Saline County. 
An inquest has been deferred, 
Coroner James Lyons of Eldorado, 
announcing he will not conduct it 
until “the excitement has died 
down a little and witnesses are lo- 
cated who are willing to talk.” 
It was not until more than 24 
hours after the fight, in which Wil- 
liam Swain, president of the Pro- 
visional U. M. W. A. local at Pea- 
body Mine No. 47, and Clyde Wil- 
liams, a Progressive miner and 
writer of relief requisitions at Ga- 
latia, near here, were killed, that 
investigators were able to obtain an 
eye-witness account of the ex- 
change of shots, although many 
persons were in the vicinity. 
Wounded Man Won't Talk. 
J. L. (Red) Pitman, treasurer of 
the U. M. W. A. local; who was 
with Swain and suffered a bullet 
wound in the shoulder, is in a West 
Frankfort hospital. 
As Srate’s Attorney John Kane, 
and Maj. Kenneth Buchanan of Ur- 
bana, one of three National Guard 
observers here, were obtaining an 
account of a miner who stood 20 
feet from the three fighting men, 
several shots were fired into Pea- 
body Mine No. 45, which has been 
occupied only by a maintenance 
crew since the riot of Oct. 5, last, 
when about 20 persons were 
wounded. 
The two investigators were told 
that Pitman hit Williams on the 
head, with bras’ knuckles. The Pro- 
gressive fell, but “camé up shoot- 
ing,” with Swain returning his fire. 
When the shooting was over Wil- 
liams had two bullet wounds in his 
stomach, another in his left leg, a 


‘fourth in his jaw. Swain was shot 


four times in the chest and stom- 
ach. 
Another Man Mentioned. 
Despite this account, given by a 
United Mine Worker, authorities 
have not relinquished the possibil- 
ity that more men may have been 
involved in the shooting. Prentis 
Williams, one of the sons of the 
slain Progressive, gave the investi- 
gators early ay his father’s 38- 
caliber policé special revolver with 
its six shells discharged and told 
them that as his father was dying 
he named another man besides 
Swain and Pitman as his assail- 
arts. Williams died a few minutes 
after the shooting after staggering 
50 yards to a filling station. 
The other weapon has not been 
found. Deputy sheriffs found eight 
.38-caliber shells from an automatic 
pistol strewn about the street. A 
pair of brass knuckles lay there 
also. 
Function of the National Guard 
in the investigation, Maj Buchanan 
explained, is not primarily for pros- 
ecution but to develep motives for 
the shooting. Investigation already 
has established the manner in 
which the mining controversy has 
affected every walk of life in this 
community -s well as pointing to 
imminent developments in the min- 
ing situation. 
Two Had Been Drinking. 
A few minutes before the fight, 
Swain, it was learned, was endeav- 
oring to recruit men to reopen 
Peabody Mine No. 47, closed for 
many months, with a U. M. W. A. 
crew. Both he and Pitman were 
active in trying to induce Progres- 
gives to retu~n to ft’ :ir orig‘inal 
union. The two men had been 
drinking Saturday, it was learned, 
warning people to “get off the 
street” and ordering two farm boys, 
Wayne Byrd and Orval Gulsby, *> 
go home. 
Feeling between Swain, who also 
is a Republican, and Williams, a 
Democrat, was aggravated several 
days ago when Swain circulated a 
petition seeking to oust Williams as 
a writer of relief requisitions al- 
though he merely issued them with- 
out authority to select their re- 
cipients. The relief administration, 
which had appointed Williams last 
August on the suggestion of Galatia 
business men after U. M. W. A. ad- 
herents had objected to the previ- 
ous requisition writer, declined to 
make another change. 

Williams, who was a road com- 
missioner, elected by the largest 


that office, was criticised also for

Pittman said that he struck 
Williams after the Progressive min- 
er had called him a vile name, but 


said that he was unarmed and that 
Williams and. Swain proceeded to 

shoot it out. No other persons were 

involved, he said. 
Grithm Economic Struggle. 

So grim has the economic strug- 
gle become in the coal fields, it de 
veloped today, that miners not only 
——— the number of mine jobs 
—even in s times—but to- 
day are struggling to get rdad jobs 
or any kind of work. 

Although 675 Saline County men 
have been put to work on Civil 
Works Administration projects and 
it is planned to employ a total of 
1437, about 1500 men were on relief 
rolls today, it was estimated by 
Roscoe Colbert of Eldorado, execu- 
tive secretary of the Saline County 
Emergency Relief Association. 

Colbert estimated that “fully 75 
per cent” of the men are miners, 
“about evenly divided” between the 
two unions. As has been told, U. 
M. W. A. officers here recently pe- 
titioned Gov. Horner alleging their 
men were discriminated against in 
assigning relief. Galatia is the 
only community in this county 
where U. M. W. A. members out- 
number Progressives. 

Sporadic Shooting Oontinues. 
Sporadic and aimless shooting 
has occurred throughout the coun- 
ty ever since rday’s street 
fight. The usual rumors of invas- 
ions by miners from other .coun- 
ties have kept the miners here 
stirred up, many of them riding 
about the county roads near the 
county lines. The majority of men 
are armed. : ' 

Many Progressives remained 
throughout the night at the home 
of Williams, near Galatia, while 
numerous United Mine Workers as- 
sembled at Swain’s home, about 
two miles away. 

Funeral services for Swain were 
held this afternoon at Galatia 
Methodist Church. Services for 
Williams, who is a Past Master of 
Galatia Masonic Lodge, will be held 
tomorrow morning at Brushy 
Church, near here. He is survived 
by his widow and eight children.

wide scale.” 4 
“I do not believe that any more 
effective measure for banking im- 
provement could be devised,” he 
said. 
Ransom declared that with 322 
bankers’ groups completing drafts 
for fair trade practices for their 
localities, and more than 600 clear- 
ing houses and other bankers’ or- 
ganizations co-operating along lines 
made possible by the code “a new 
element of structural strength is 
being rapidly built into the bank- 
ing situation.”

FORMED AT STAUNTON MEETING 


Increased Wages and More Relief 
for Unemployed Urged by 
Speakers.

STAUNTON, Ill, Dec. 11. — A 
group of working men from 14 Illi- 
nois counties yesterday organized 
the Illinois Workers’ Alliance, de- 
signed to further higher wages, re- 
lief for unemployed and other proj- 
ects for workers, both employed 
and unemployed. The leaders in- 
sisted the ultimate aim was “noth- 
ing short of a co-operative common- 
wealth.” 
Counties represented were: Cook, 
Lake, Du Page, La Salle, Perry, 
Marion, Fayette, Randolph, Bond, 
Christian, Macoupin, Madison, Ful- 
ton and Clinton. The two-day meet- 
ing was presided over by Kar! Bor- 
ders of Chicago, chairman of a 
workers’ committee there. 
The aims of the organization were 
outlined by speakers as follows: 
Payment of 60 cents an hour: for 
unskilled labor and $1.20 an hour 
for skilled labor on all Public 
Works Administration projects, 
with no discrimination toward any 
group; making the Federal slum 
clearance and housing plans non- 
profit enterprises; _making the 
Civil Works Administration more 
permanent in character; raising 
wages of Civilian Conservation 
Corps workers; and payment of 
veterans’ bonuses out of money now 
spent for armaments.

URGES IURORS TA 
DIET LYNHERS 


Says Every Man Active in 
Mob That Hanged Negro 
Is Guilty of First Degree 
Murder.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Dec. 11. — 
Judge J. V. Gaddy in Criminal 
Court here today told the grand 
jury called to investigate the lynch- 
ing of Lioyd Warner, 19-year-old 
Negro, Nov. 28 that every leader of 
the mob, whether he helped break 
down the jail or placed the noose 
around Warner’s neck, is guilty of 
murder in the first decree and 
should be indicted. 

After naming Henry Krug, chair- 
man of the board of directors of 
the erican National Bank and 
president of the Public Library 
Board as foreman of the grand 
jury, Judge Gaddy said in part: 
“Every man who was active in 
that mob is guilty of murder in the 
first degree and should be indicted. 
That applies whether he . helped 
break down the jail, grabbed the 
prisoner, stabbed him, placed the 
noose around his neck, or set fire 
to the body. 

Assails Moral Standards. 
“That lynching was not done by 
good, outraged citizens. It was done 
by men whose moral standards, you 
will find, are little higher than 
those of the man lynched. That 
wneching was murder, nothing but 
cowardly, despicable murder, and 
its motive was, as is every motive 
for murder, hate. 

“Women are no safer in St. Jo- 
seph today by reason of that mur- 
der. And I want to tell you men 
of the grand jury that the Negroes 
of this community are as law abid- 
ing as our white citizens. I am not 
offering a defense of the victim of 
the lynching. Perhaps he has no 
defense. If Buchanan County in- 
etitutions are to exist there must 
be a complete investigation of this 
lynching.” 

Judge Gaddy told the grand jury 
not to waste its time finding 
whether Warner died from stab- 
bing, hanging’ or fire. 

Answers Press Criticisms. 

. The court took cognizance of 
press criticism of the delay in jus- 
tice. 

“Justice is not delayed in this 
jurisdiction,” said Judge Gaddy. “It 
is true Warner changed his plea 
from guilty to not guilty. That was 
because of a strong intimation on 
the part of the court that the death 
penalty would be given. At the last 
term of court in this county there 
have been two life sentences, one 
for 25 years, one for 20 years, one 
for 12 years, and several for 10 
years and one for eight years. Only 
one criminal case has been ap- 
pealed to a higher court.” 

The grand jury will handle rou- 
tine matters for four or five days 
to permit W. O. Sawyers, Assist- 
ant Attorney-General, to question 
more witnesses. Sawyers desires to 
interview 200 more persons before 
the grand jury presentation of the 
case begins. 


AMERICA’S FIRST AMBASSADOR

UPSET BY SALES 
TAX UNCERTAINTY 


Decision on Rewriting of 1 
Pct. Bill Awaits Return 


of Governor and Senate 
Leaders to Capital.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 11. — 
The absence of Gov, Park and Sen- 
ate leaders from Jefferson City over 
the week end in which Attorney- 
General McKittrick held the Gov- 
ernor’s proposed 1 per cent sales 
tax bill. unconstitutional, has re- 
sulted in chaotic uncertainty as to 
how the Legislature will carry out 
its pledge to provide for unemploy- 
ment rilef through reaching kL’ ™- 
erto untouched sources of revenue. 
There is available today no in- 


formation as to whether the sales 
tax is to be abandoned in view of 
the opinion of the Attorney-General, 
or whether -.n attempt will be made 
to write a new bill. which will meet 
his objections. Undoubtedly confer- 
ences will be held when Senator 
Donnelly, majority floor leader, and 
others engaged in directing the 
Legislative program return to the 
Capitol late today, but until that 
time no definite course can be 
mapped. 

Unless a sales tax bill is passed, 
the needs of unemployment relief 
and of the State Government, which 
faces a deficit of more than $2,- 
000,000, will be dependent on two 
possible new revenue measures, 
both extremely uncertain as pro- 
ducers—the new liquor tax and a 
possible trebling of the inheritance 
tex rates. 

No Dependable Statistics. 

While there has been much guess- 
ing among Legislators as to the 
amount the revenue fund of the 
State will be augmented by the 
liquor taxes, the fact is that there 
are no dependable _§ statistics on 
which an estimate can be made. 
Senator Casey, who is opposing 
the sales tax, said in a meeting of 
the Ways and Means Committee 
Wednesday that he believed the liq- 
uor taxes would amount to about 
$4,250,000 a year. Wallace Crossley, 
State relief director, said he doubt- 
ed they would exceed $2,000,000. 
In arriving at a figure in excess 
of $4,000,000 for liquor revenue, the 
opponents of the sales tax are 
“guessing” that Missouri will con- 
sume 1,500,000 gallons of hard liq- 
uor a year and that a tax of 80 
cents a gallon will be paid on it. 
The 1,500,000-gallon estimate is ar- 
rived at by figuring that before 
prohibition about that amount was 
consumed in Missouri. On that ba- 
sis “hard liquor” would produce a 
revenue of $1,240,000. 


Tax Only on New Liquor. 
However, no consideration so far 
has been given to the fact that 
since the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment liquor has been com- 
ing into Missouri by train, truck 
and airplane, and that the tax will 
not be paid on any liquor which is 
in the State at the time the new 
tax law becomes effective. 

Attorney-General -AcKittrick re- 
ceived an estimate Saturday that 
enough liquor had entered the State 
to cause a tax loss of about $1,000,- 
000. While that figure may be far 
too high, if it is even approxi- 
mately correct there will be little 
tax revenue the first year the 
liquor law is in force. 

Bootlegging Possibilities. 

Also, there has not been taken in- 
to consideration the possibility that 
hundreds of bootleggers may con- 
tinue in business, and that not 
nearly all the liquor consumed will 
pay the State tax. 


In addition to the $1,240,000 from 
“hard liquor,” the estimates have 
been that State licenses and the tax 
on beer and wine will bring the to- 
tal to more than $4,000,000. 

Even if this amount should be 
realized, and there are few except 
the uncomprising opponents of the 
Governor who expect it to even ap- 
proach that figure, one-third would 
go to the public schools, leaving 
less than $3,000,000 for unemploy- 
ment relief and for balancing the 
State budget. 


As another means of increasing 
the revenue there are pending four 
bills which it has been estimated 
would virtually treble the inherit- 
ance tax collections. The Tax Com- 
mission has estimated the present 
law will produce $1,250,000 a year. 
If trebled the amount would be §3,- 
750,000, of which one-third would go 
to the schools, leaving $2,250,000 for 
relief and State purposes. Inherit- 
ance taxes are a most undependable 
source of revenue, however. 

If the highest estimates on these 
two taxes, liquor and inheritance, 
should be. accepted, the total new 
revenue would be a little in excess 
of $5,000,000 for State and relief 
purposes, which in the opinion of 
Relief Director Crossley lacks sev- 
eral million dollars of being ade- 
quate to meet the needs. 

Crossley has estimated that not 
less than $5,000,000 will be required 
from the State for relief work alone 
in the coming 12 months. The addi- 
tional revenue which would come if 
the inheritance tax bills were 


passed would just about meet the 
deficit in the general revenue fund

edy. To the casual reader, it means 
only another wide boulevard to ride upon, 
but to owners of little properties along 
the new boulevard, it means the tragedy 
of blasted hopes and poverty. The word 
“compromise” is used in a very broad 
sense—as one would “compromise” with 
a highwayman who holds a gun at one’s 
head. These “compromises” for property 
under condemnation are made only with 
the defenseless poor—with the owners 
laboring under overdue mortgages, past 
due taxes and uncollected rents. 

Such an owner, when approached by an 
emissary of the condemnation depart- 
ment, is told that, although the commis- 
sioners appointed by the court have award- 
ed him $5000 for his property, he can take 

for a “compromise” settlement or 
fight it out in court—with perhaps an 
appeal to the Supreme Court. The own- 
er has no money for attorneys and court 


fore he could collect at law, the mort- 
gage holder will own his property. Will 
he compromise? Yes, he takes his 
$3000 and pays it over to the mortgage 
holder and tax collector, moves out prac- 
tically penniless and starts life over 
again. They have worn him out—he is 
tired of struggling for his rights—he has 
been hoping for years to get a fair set- 
tlement. Remember, this condemnation 
was started more than 13 years ago. 

Are such “compromises” worthy of our 
great city? Should they be encouraged 
by our City Administration? I do not 
believe these practices are countenanced 
by our Mayor, Mr. Dickmann, nor by his 
City Counselor, Mr. Hay, but are being 
perpetrated by some of the petty offi- 
cials in the condemnation department 
who have held over from the former ad- 
ministration. Do these city employes 
think they are making a good showing 
for their department and that by so do- 
ing they will hold their jobs?

By every- 
body, we mean New Dealer and Old Dealer, Tory 
and radical, Al Smith and Father Coughlin, Senator 
Elmer Thomas of Oklahoma, the big paper-money 
man, and Senator Simeon D. Fess of Ohio, the 13- 
karat bullionaire, and all our cousins and our uncles 
and our aunts. One sentence they might all ponder 
is this: “There can be as much danger from con- 
servative fear as from radical threats.” 

We have not said good-by to gold, Mr. Moley ex- 
plains; just aw revoir. We shall return to gold, or 
a gold and silver standard, say, in a yéar or two. 
Our gold-purchasing policy is a temporary step. It is 
an integral part of the recovery program, designed 
for the present to relieve us of export surpluses and 
effect control of future surpluses, but ultimately to 
promote the expansion of our domestic markets, in 
which, Mr. Moley says, lies the ultimate safety of 
American producers. 

England, we are reminded, pushed the pound 
down, as the Roosevelt administration is pushing 
down the dollar, and the Bank of England daily fixed 
the price of gold, as Washington is doing, and, in- 
stead of gettinz excited and tearing their hair and 
predicting the sale of Windsor Castle under the 
hammer, the British public watched the operation 
with exceeding calm. 

The business of managing a currency, as the Pres- 
ident is doing, is not a simple or easy job. It re 
quires skill and caution. Mr. Moley thinks the Pres 
ident is showing both qualities. He tells us Mr. 
Roosevelt explored the ground carefully, endeavored 
“patiently to pick the brains of those who were sup- 
posed to know,” before deciding in favor of Prof. 
Warren’s plan. 

As to inflation: In Mr. Moley’s judgment, the safest 

kind of inflation is by way of public works, as the 
administration has chosen, and is conducting with 
scrutinizing care. But the conservative alarmists 
who are calling the President a “dangerous infla- 
tionist” are indulging in emotions. The extreme in- 
flationary powers delegated to the President by the 
Thomas amendment have not been invoked. Instead. 
Mr. Roosevelt is feeling his way, step by step, under 
the best guidance obtainable from experience and dili- 
gent inquiry, in the many-sided task of curing our 
economic ills, creating a permanently sound, health- 
ful economy, salvaging the best of the old order in 
the “just and reasonable capitalist system” he hopes 
to establish. 
Thus writes Prof. Moley, in high favor with the 
administration at the outset, who departed in an 
exchange of amenities which seemingly were as sin- 
cere as they were cordial. There is the bracing ac- 
cent of good sportsmanship in this discussion, and 
abiding confidence in the President’s leadership. 
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ONE WAY TO STIMULATE BUYING. 
Marion C. Early, chairman of the Frozen Deposits 
Committee of the St. Louis NRA Committee, has 
stated that it is probable “a considerable sum” will be 
paid to depositors in closed St. Louis city and county 
banks by the end of the year. This is an encouraging 
announcement, all the more welcome because the 
community has heard precious little about the liquida- 
tion of these depositories in recent weeks. Twenty- 
five banks, it should be remembered, are closed in 
the city and county, and their combined deposits run 
to $44,000,000. No one needs to be told how the re- 
lease of a sizable part of this amount would stimu- 
late Christmas buying. Indeed, it would make the 
difference between Christmas buying and lack of it 
in many homes. A large share of deposit money paid 
to closed bank victims within the next two weeks 
would go forthwith to purchase articles in the stores 
and so into wages and production, thereby helping 
recovery. The Christmas season presents a special 
opportunity to this end. Liquidators will do well to 
remember this and act on it if they possibly can. A 
good example is set by the West St. Louis Trust Co., 
which has obtained an RFC loan that will enable it 
to pay its depositors 35 per cent within two weeks. 
“SPELL ’EM RIGHT.”

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DEATH OF A SOCIAL ORDER. 

Those who expect the end of depression to restore 
the glorious days of 1929 should give heed to the 
words of Dr. Howard Lee McBain, legal authority and 
dean of the graduate faculties at Columbia University. 
Such a return, which he considers improbable, would 
be “regrettable, not to say disastrous,” says Dr. Mc 
Bain in his annual report. It would mean, he adds, 
the revival of “money-grabbing anarchy,” which pre- 
vailed in the post-war decade. The old ‘social and 
economic order is dead, he declares, and in its place 
has come collective control, for “the crazy, careening 
career of individualism through the mad decade of 
the 1920s has forced such control back upon us with 
@ vengeance that seems to tel] us that we cannot 
escape it.” 

That is the essence of the struggle today—the 
forces of individualism against the idea of social] 
control. The latter is represented by the New Deal, 


{whose interests were so ruthlessly brushed aside in 
the bygone boom era. The administration is working 
not only toward recovery, but is attacking the long- 
er and harder task of reconstruction. And if many 
ancient landmarks disappear in the process, the vic-

WHILE WE WAIT. 

A lot_has been said and thought about the Legis 
lature in these post-repeal days, when Missouri, one 
of the wettest of the wet states, by verdict of its citi- 
gens, still is shackled to prohibition. The Legislature

Well, the Senators ignored the Governor’s plan and 
have worked out one of their own, including a provi- 
sion for the open saloon, though both Republican 
and Democratic State platforms specifically. declared 
against that relic of pre-prohibition days. And the 
House has also drafted a plan. According to the 
latest estimate, two weeks more will be required for 
the House and the Senate to get together and pass 
a mutually agreeable bill. Perhaps in the end they 
will do what they should have done weeks ago— 
adopt the Governor’s plan, which is far superior to 
either House or Senate bill. 

Meanwhile, Missouri is in a state of suspended ani- 
mation. The eighteenth amendment is safely in- 
terred. The Volstead law is one with the dodo bird. 
But the McCawley bone-dry law, which, in St. Louis, 
at any rate, was always honored more in the breach 
than in the observance, is still on the books. Rep- 
utable liquor dealers, bending backward in an effort 
to avoid any shadow of criticism, are impatiently 
waiting for the gentlemen at Jefferson City to do 
something. As for the public, its mood might be 
described as sulphuric. 
But still another unhappy situation arises from 
this legislative folly. The State, badly in need of 
money, is losing revenue. Assuming the liquor taxes 
will bring in $800,000 a year, it is losing more than 
$2000 a day. If two weeks more elapse, the Legisla- 
ture will have cost Missouri some $40,000 in liquor 
revenue. That would feed a lot of starving people. 
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JUSTICE AND THE INSULLS. 

Samuel Insull has been told by Greece that he is 
an unwelcome guest, and a date has been fixed— 
Dec. 31—on which, or earlier, he must leave. One 
frigid courtesy has been done him. He will be given 
a passport to any country he selects. 
He really has not much option. Wherever he 
goes, broadly speaking, the long arm of extradition 
will reach him. But he has something of a sporting 
choice. If he named the United States, thereby giving 
the appearance of voluntarily returning, the action 
would at least have the complexion of gallantry. 

The Greek Government, by this decision, has made 
practical amends for the failure of its courts to ob 
serve the spirit of a treaty under the terms of which 
our Government sought to bring the fugitive back 
to trial. It possibly was influenced by the judgment 
of the Canadian court in holding that Martin Insull, 
brother of Samuel, was charged with an extraditable 
offense. Without rancor or vindictiveness, it may just- 
ly be recorded, we think, that thé Insulls should be 
made to pay their score, as far as they can, to justice. 
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HITLER’S CHURCH WAR. 

It is quite likely that Chancellor Hitler is surprised 
by the opposition he has encountered in his endeav- 
ors to “co-ordinate” the German churches into pro- 
Nazi organizations. His success in abolishing rival 
political parties and recasting in the Nazi mold all 
fields of business, education, art, sports and so on 
doubtless led him to expect the same success in déal- 
ing with the people’s religion. As it stands, however, 
his church policies have provoked the bitterest oppo- 
sition to Hitler policies yet heard within Germany, 
and it is evident that the German dictator is in for a 
tenacious struggle. Some 3000 pastors of Protestant 
sects have registered their opposition to the “German 
Christian” idea, while Catholics as well have been 
loud in protest against the dictator’s plans. Hitler's 
reported dream of unifying all the Christian faiths 
into one official church is far from realization. 

Can it be that the Achilles heel of the otherwise 
seemingly indomitable Hitler is disclosed in the rum- 
bles of religious revolt? The German people in large 
measure have welcomed his political and economic 
innovations. Their adherence to religious tenets is 
far deeper, however, than their loyalty to any po 
litical or economic theory, and hence far more diffi- 
cult to dislodge. Such a suggestion as substituting 
the swastika for the crucifix in religious ceremonies, 
for instance, is much more provocative of opposition 
than the destruction of the moribund German Re 
public. The religious wars of the Middle Ages should 
have shown Hitler with what fierceness men will] 
fight in defense of their faith. 

The volume of opposition already registered against 
Hitler’s religious policies is far greater than the 
percentage of votes against his Government in the 
recent election. Unless the Nazi leader modifies his 
stand in this connection, it is apparent that he is 
faced by a serious threat to his authority. 
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THE MOST POPULAR AMENDMENT. 

Despite the enthusiasm with which the country 
has hailed adoption of the twenty-first amendment, 
it was not the most popular amendment, as gauged 
by the number of ratifications. That honor goes tg 
the twentieth, or lame-duck, amendment, and its rec- 
ord will never be surpassed, for it was ratified by 
100 per cent of the states. The twenty-first thus far 
has 37 votes of approval, or 77 per cent, though votes 
still are scheduled in several other states. Next to the 
lame-duck measure in number of ratifications is 
the eighteenth amendment, approved by 96 per cent 
of the states, or all save Rhode Island and Connecti- 
cut. Comparisons between the number of states 
ratifying the dry amendment and its repealer would 
be inconclusive, however, for the former was ap 
proved by Legislatures and the latter required a spe- 
cial convention in each state, preceded in virtually 
all cases by a popular vote.

Al- 
most hysterical attempts are being made to 
line people up into two opposing camps. 

The danger is that we shall cause the pen- 
dulum of public policy to swerve violently 
from one side to another. If the friends of 
the general policies of the New Deal rush, 
as did Prof. Sprague, howling, into the camp 
of the reactionaries, they may swing the 
administration far to the left. This would 
result in inevitable reaction far to the right 
This means that we follow a tragic process 
of mere change, unreasonable, meaningless 
and fruitless. After many agonies, the people 
end where they began, but poorer and more 
bitter. 

I commented in July, with respect to the 
monetary question, that there seemed to be 
few or no adequate guides either among 
those on the right or those on the left, that 
the right had no imagination and the left 
had no brains. But no man ever endeavored 
more patiently to pick the brains of those 
who were supposed to know than did the 
President. 

In October, he decided to try Prof. War- 
ren’s gold-purchasing plan. The most seri- 
ous attacks upon Prof. Warren’s theory are 
based, not upon what the plan itself will do, 
but upon what it may lead to. Such argu- 
ments are always of doubtful validity, inas- 
much as the things that are expected to 
come after this plan has been tried have no 
essential relation to the plan itself. Thus, 
there is no justification for saying that this 
plan will lead to violent inflation. Whether 
this plan had been tried or not, the argu- 


ment for inflation would remain the same.

The actual effect of this fixing of the gold 
price is rather unimportant. To fix the gold 
price in its relation to the dollar has nothing 
directly to do with domestic affairs, because 
we are off the gold standard. The bond that 
connects the price of gold and the dollar 
was severed when we left the gold standard. 

Fluctuations in the price of gold do, how- 
ever, affect our dollar abroad. Theoretically, 
this policy should increase our export trade. 
Thus it stimulates speculation in such ex- 
portable commodities as cotton. Our foreign 
trade is not large. But in exportable prod- 
ucts such as cotton, there has been a distinct 
response. : 

It is, however, true that the price of com- 
modities since October has not gone upward 
as fast as the dollar has depreciated in for- 
eign exchange, and since it is unthinkable 
that the lar should be depreciated to an 
unlimited degree, the time will come when, 
either by international agreement, or by our 
own act, we will temporarily steady the dol- 
lar in its relation to the pound and franc. 

Out of a vast amount of discussion, it is 
possible now to pick the elements of a sound 
policy. All of these elements are either 
present in the administration’s avowed in- 
tentions, or easily to be inferred from them. 
Let us attempt, therefore, in a series of 
observations, to see our monetary policy 
steadily and to see it whole: 

1. Ultimately, all of the principa! countries 
must return toa gold or a gold and silver

A great 
deal of misunderstanding prevails with re- 
gard to this. We must learn to distinguish 
between a budget deficit due to excessive 
ordinary expenses and one due to capital 
outlay in public works which at once pro- 
vide employment, a necessary inflation and 
a permanently valuable product: 

Inflation is safest when it is done through 
a public works policy. This country can 
stand, without risk to its credit, a great 
amount of public works. Such a program. 
however, should be attenuated over the 
years, with the assurance that ultimately it 
will stop. Public works inflation has the ad- 
vantage of definite controls. That such codn- 
trol is being used by President Roosevelt at 
this time is commonly overlooked by the 


alarmists.

romantic comedy, “There’s Always 
Juliet” and made the slight little 
play of rapid fire love in an En- 
glish drawing room a thing of in- 
finite charm and beauty. It is by 
far the best offering of the season 
of the Oberfelder circuit. It is, in 
fact, one of the most entertaining 
comedies of recent years and ~ Mr. 
Oberfelder, who made an appeal for 
support from St. Louis theater 
goers in a curtain speech during 
the evening, can be certain of the 
success of his venture if he con- 
tinues to present dramas of this 
standing.

Present and playing were Moyni- 
han, Yarr and Bray of Notre Dame, 
Dick Nesbit of Drake, .Creighton 
and Ledbetter of Arkansas, Tins- 
ley of Texas, Gordon and Kassel of 
Illinois, Lamb of Lembard and 
Engebretsen of South Dakota. 

So, whether or not the team 
played under the Cardinal name, it 
really was the Chicago National 
League combination and the Gun- 
ners are entitled to full credit for 
their victory. 

La Presta Scores on Kick-Off. 

Three of the Gunner touchdowns 
were made on  cleverly-completed 
forward passes while the fourth re- 
sulted from a 90-yard run by Ben- 
ny La Presta, the former Billiken 
star who took the Chicago kick-off 
opening the third period on his own 
10-yard mark and completed the 
distance to the goal-line, aided by 
some wonderful blocking. Lamb, 
the Chicago safety-man and the 
only one who had a chance to stop 
the flying La Presta was beautiful- 
ly blocked out by Mack Gladden.

‘RESCUED TIGERS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec. 11.—As the 


‘University of Missouri remembers 


the late W. W. “Bill” Roper, who 
as coach twice pulled the Tigers 
out of seemingly hopeless football 
slumps, two great assets of the for- 
mer star Princeton end stand out. 


First, “Bil?’ Roper was a master 
of football knowledge and of the 
art of teaching it. 

Second asset—and the one for 

which he is best recalled here—was 
a dynamic character which ena- 
bled him to arouse the fighting sup- 
port of the student body and play- 
ers alike. 
- As George R. Edwards, Missouri's 
basketball coach, who was a stu- 
dent in Roper’s coaching days here 
put it, “he welded Missouri's spirit 
into one fighting unit.” Roper is 
still recognized as the greatest 
“pep talker” ever heard here. 

Roper coached Missouri teams 
during two seasons—in 1909 when 
he directed the Tiger squad for the 
full year, and again in 1922 when 
he came to the rescue in mid-sea- 
son, after the Missourians had 
made a disastrous start which was 
climaxed by the resignation of 
Coach Tom Kelly. 

Undefeated in 1909. 

His 1909 team, which was unde- 
feated and tied but onee, won for 
Missourf*its first Missouri Valley 
Conference championship. In the 
season's climax Coach Roper’s Tig: 
ers defeated Kansas, 12 to 6, in a 
game which decided the title. 

‘The year before the Tigers had 
experienced a leah season and 
Coach Roper had a squad to work 
with in 1909 which included only 
one man weighing over 170 pounds. 

In 1922, Roper was called back 
to aid Missouri again, this time just 
before the all-important Missouri- 
Kansas game. The Tigers had made 
a dismal start, including a 48 to 0 
beating by Nebraska, but under 
Roper’s inspiration guidance the 
Missouri eleven rose to the heights 
to beat Kansas, 9 to 6, that year. 
Pre-game dope had given the Kan- 
sans a several-touchdown edge. 
The Tigers won by the margin of 
a 48-yard place kick by Allan Lin- 
coln.

Public Schools), the fun of wearing” 
remodeled clothing, utilizing wise- 
ly the food allotted to us, enhanc- 
ing our drab apartment with color- 
ful cretonnes and inexpensive yet 
lovely pictures. And lastly and the 
greatest joy of all, sharing the ac- 
tivities of my growing son.”

_ Mouth Cleanliness 


| N the realm of personal hygiene 


it is easy to confound the esthe- 
tically desirable with the hygien- 
ically essential. 

Once, for example, we were.told 

that mouth cleanliness would pre- 
vent tooth decay, but more recent 
scientific findings prove that tooth 
decay is not so much dependent 
upon cleanliness as it is upon hered 

ity and diet. 

Nevertheless, none of us would 
take this as warrant for neglect of 
mouth cleanliness. For, mouth 
cleanliness, if it does not prevent, 
probably retards tooth decay, and 
mouth cleanliness also is thought 
to contribute substantially to the 
prevention of cancer of the mouth. 
In recent times a great deal of 
emphasis has: been placed upon the 
significance and importance of the 
mouth wash. 

Thus, the bactericidal—that is, 
the germ-killing—power of mouth 
washes has been exploited and 
stressed, leading to the impression 
that by the use of such washes the 
mouth could be sterilized within a 
given period. 

The fact, however, is that the 
mouth cannot be sterlized for any 
length of time. Any antiseptic used, 
within the limits of safety can re- 
tard only temporarily the develop- 
ment of whatever bacteria may at 
that time be in the mouth and the 
mouth is constantly exposed to new 
bacterial invasions. 

While the wash cannot serve as 
a sterilizer of the mouth, it never- 
theless can contribute to mouth 
cleanliness in that it may help re- 
move a certain amount of the loose 
food and debris that may have ac- 
cumulated in the oral cavity. In 
combination with dental floss and 
tooth paste or powder, the mouth 
wash represents an esthetic gesture 
and a hygienic practice which con- 
tributes to mouth cleanliness. 

In a number of cases offensive 
mouth odors due to rotting food 
particles can be eliminated by 
Taeans of the mouth wash. Un- 
doubtedly gum irritation can be 
substantially avoided by cleansing 
mood teeth and mouth after each 
m | :

ESIGNERS of girls’ party 
D dresses, St. Louis retailers, 
dancing teachers and mothers 
have been plotting together this 
season in an effort to encourage 
teen age fashionables to be their 
ages instead of trying to imitate 
their debutante sisters. 
The tendency during recent years 
has been for school girls to attend 
dancing parties in frocks with such 
low backs and such sophisticated 
details that both teachers. and 
mothers have thrown up their 
hands in despair. Mary who was 
only 12 wanted to look like Jane 
who was 15, while Jane at 15 was 
determined to appear as much like 
Joan of 20 as possible. Dresses de- 
signed for their own ages didn’t 
suit them. Noses were lifted in the 
air and girlish themes were 
spurned. 
The , girls weren’t entirely to 
blame even though most mothers 
did think so. Anyone who surveyed 
the collections of party frocks for- 
merly featured in many of the 
stores would have to admit that 
there was some excuse for them be- 
ing ignored in favor of more 
giamours fashions. The same old 
“sixes and sevens” were dragged 
out when party dresses were asked 
for—one after another of those per- 
ennial pastel taffetas with bouf- 
fant skirts and of those dumb-look- 
ing georgettes with ribbon bows and 
streamers placed where they had 
no business to be. 
This season’s party clothes are 
different, thanks to the conferences 
held at the beginning of the season 
between the retailers, the dancing 
teachers and the mothers. Designers 
were asked to co-operate with the 
result that St. Louis stores have 


carefully selected collections of 
lovely frocks which make a girl of 
16 delighted to be only 16 while the 
girl of 10 doesn’t mind the fact that 
she hasn’t entered her teens. 


The newest collections include 
more of the Sunday-night type of 
dresses than the formal variety of 
evening fashions for girls between 
the ages of 13 and 16. Shoulders 
are covered, necklines are modified 
and shin bone length is the ac 
cepted favorite. Taffeta continues 
its leadership among fabrics but it 
is a different looking taffeta from 
former seasons. New colors have 
a better appeal than the pastels 
which many girls looked upon as 
inspired and baby-like. Lovely 
shades of green, for example, are 
much used with sashes of gold met- 


‘allic ribbon to suggest a grown-up 


theme. Nets and crepes likewise 
are presented in new colors, the 
nets showing a trend toward dark 
shades. Feathers are being used 
extensively as trimming and they 
add a note of sophistication which 
makes up for the lack of bare 
shoulders and backs. 


Younger girls from 7 to 10 years 
old seem to be easier to persuade 
that simple clothes are better even 
for dancign schools. Perhaps this 
is because mothers have not re- 
leased their guiding hands to such 
an extent as they have on’ older 
daughters. Some of ‘the best 
dressed St. Louis girls are wearing 
dainty piques and other cottons to 
dancing school-and looking more 


attractive than their dressier com- 
panions. ‘These cottons are of pas- 
tel tints and usually trimmed with 
Irish crochet lace. 


Velvet is one o. the most popular 
fabrics this season for all of the 
young girls, whether they are only 
seven or whether they are 16. 
The type of dress varies from the 
simple afternoon dress which is 
worn extensively by the girls of 
the so-called “awkward age” from 
10 to 12 years to the modified eve- 
ning dress with long skirt worn by 
the older sister. 


KETCHED are outstanding types 

recommended for dancing and 

other parties, each of the dresses 
being representative of the collec- 
tions for certain ages. All of them, 
in spite of the modified formality, 
show considerable deviation from 
the picturesque type of dress which 
the girl of long ago wore to her 
parties—a little sketch of which 
appears in the circle at upper left. 


A copy of the Princess Elizabeth 
dress which is far-famed and great- 
ly approved by mothers appears at 
extreme left. This is created for 
girls ranging from 8 to 16 years of 
age. Of course, it is of black vel- 
vet. Irish crochet edges the collar 
and cuffs of white silk crepe. 
Sleeves are short to emphasize a 
certain partified look, although this 
dress is quite informal. Buttons 
are used for additional decoration 
and they extend down the entire 
front. 

The little girl second from left 
doesn’t seem to mind being 
blindfolded because that means 
that all of the other eyes in the 


ance. It has a bertha collar for 
trimming, the insertion being dot- 
ted with pink and blue. A ruffle of 
net is a fluffy addition to the col- 
lar and to the short puffed sleeves. 
A little tie of blue velvet is a re 
minder that dainty colors when 
handled in a tailored manner are 
in very good taste. 

The awkward age, referred to 
previously, is well taken care of 
with dresses such as the one pic- 
tured third from left. This is an 
older version of the dress worn by 
the blindfolded girls and illustrates 
how certain little touches can 
transform a frock. Although this 
has a bertha collar similar in some 
respects to the younger model with 
its insets of net embroidered in 
blue, the puffed sleeves are set in 
plain at the shoulders and - the 
waistline has a form-fitting basque 
effect. The skirt is shirred full at 
the natural waistline. Turquoise 
blue velvet ribbon which is a shade 
darker than the blue crepe of the 
dress forms a sash tying at center- 
front. 

The young lady of 16 sketched 
at extreme right with her dance 
program in her hand looks suffi- 
ciently sophisticated to gain the 
approval of masculine glances even 
though the shoulders are covered 
and the neckline is moderately 
high. The fabric is net and the 
shade dark brown. A modified 
fischu collar has a pleated edge 
and is caught at center front with 
an old-fashioned nose gay. Sleeves 
are very puffy. A sash, fashioned 
of the net, has long ends. A dust 
ruffie finishes the hemline of the 
skirt. As the slip is banded with 
net, the skirt has a diaphanous ef- 
fect below street length.
